Washington, March 20.— While atten- 
tion ha.s l)een centred upon the crisis con- 
nected with till! Mancluiriaii aKret'inent, 
an entirely new mid important pliast; of 
the Uliinese (piestion has been presented 
by the action of the mii;islois at I'ekin 
ill affrcvini,' yesterday to submit to their 
v.iriuus Koveriiments whether articles S 
and t) ill the Chinese protocol ^hall be 
carried out i>y the military authorities of 
jU the powers interested in China or 
only those powers wl»o continue to take 
part in the application of these articles. 
The articles in (inestion are as follows. 

"Article 8. The destruction ot the 
forts which iiiiKht obstruct free coin- 
iniiiiicatioii between I'ekin and the nea." 

".Vrlicle I). The riK'lit to niaintain oc- 
eupalioii of ccrliliu iioiiitt^, to be dcti-r- 
inined by an understanding among the 
powers, in order to obtain ' open com- 
iiiuiiicatioii between the ciipilal and the 
sea." 

These two qne.slions appear to involve 
territorial afl'airs, and it may bi'i'oimi ot 
considerable nioiiieiit whether the deter- 
mination of such affairs is to be left with 
tho inirt.'iry authorities or nil the iiow- 
ers or only with such powers as continue 
their military forces in China. 

In the latter ciuse the United Stateri 
government may be quietly but cUcotual- 
ly deprived of all voice in tho settle- 
ment of so much of the Chinese Ques- 
tion as relates to the determinatiou of 
the strength of the inilttnry forces to be 
continued thero in the future by tho 
powers. 

It is also possible that an nfllrmntivo 
decision by the powers which would e.x- 
(dude tho United States from participa- 
tion ill ,the discussion of this Important 
point might he extended to put u« out 
of (Jhinn altogether. 

The crisis in the Chinese question 
brouglit nliout through the expiration of 
the period allowed for tho siKnaturo by 
China of tlie Manchurihii agreement, 
was the principal topic to-day. Tlie com- 
plete ilisapproval r.-hioh is entertained by 
the I'liiteil States governmeat for this 
sort of secret treaty makes it proper to 
give out for publication the following 
memoranudm : 

Chinese currospoudenco. starch t. 
11)01. Telegraphic iiiKtructiiais sent to 
the representatives of the United States 
in Berlin. Vienna, I'aris, London, Rome, 
Tokio and St. Petersburg. 

"Departn>eut of State, Washington, 
>[nrch 1. 1001.— Th«! following memornn- 
dnni, which was handed to the Chinese 
minister on February 10, is transmitted 
to you tor your information and com- 
munication to the government to which 
you are accredited. 

"The preservation of the territorial in- 
tegrity of Chlnni having ■boon rceognizod 
by all the powor.s now engaged in joint 
negotiations concerning the injuries to- 
cently inllicted upon their ministers and 
log.itioiis by certain individuals anil sub- 
jects of the Chinivie empire, it is evi- 
ilently advaiUageoiis to China to con- 
tinue' the pres^'iit international uiidi'r- 
standing upon this saliject. It would be, 
therefore, unwise and ilangeroas in the 
extrciiii' fiir China to niiike any arrange- 
ments or to considi'r any proposition of 
a private nature involving the surren- 
der of territory or liaaiicial obligations 
by convention with any party or iiinyer. 
aiid the gnvernment of the Uniteil 
.States, aiming sidely at the iireservatiou 
of China from the danger indicated with 
the principles (^ot -forth in its drcnlar 
note of .lulv a,' 1000. and in a purely 
friendly spirit toward the Clilnese em- 
liire and all the powers now Interested in 
the negotiations, desires to expre-s ilo 
sense of tho impropriety, inexpedien<y 
and extreme dnngor to tlie interests of 
China of considering any territorial or 
liiiaiK'ial arrangements at len«t without 
the full knowledge and approval i>f all 
till- powers now engaged in negotiations. 
(Signed I ll:iy." 

The administration bcdii'vrs that the 
cecret .■igreemelil lielwei'ii Russia and 
China is in violation of the siiiril. If not 
of the letter, of the general niidersta tid- 
ing to which all the powers subscribed 
last suniiiier, and the I'nited States is 
prepai-eil to use suasion to preveut its 
eoiisuniniiition.

Cook was told he would he required to 
pay ?10,000. His solicitor, Biggs, was 
with him at this time. Cook positively 
■refused to purchase the sent. Subse- 
quently W. T. li. I'reston called at 
Cook's olllcc and said he could liave the 
senatorship for the ten thou.saud dol- 
lars. Sir liicliard t.'artwrigbt, in con- 
versatioti with Cook, told him that the 
party needed funded, and Cameron hit 
uiion this iilan to .iiise them. Sir Uicdi- 
anl Carlwriglit to liiiii neither apiiroved 
nor disaiiproved of the offer. 

The committee meet again to-inorrow, 
when Sir Itielinrd Cartwrlght will take 
the stand. He denies any Icnowledge 
of the affair.

French's ' " 
oiiccesses 



Has Arrived at Vryheid Afle 
Infllctlhg Great Loss on 
Enemy. 

A Return Must be Made to 
Stamping Out Embers of 
War. 



Sir Alfred Milner Said to be DIs- 
satisfied With Qualified 
Authority. 



Vryheid, Monday, March 25.— Geu. 
French, wdtli Dartiial's and Pultcner's 
columns, arrived here to-day, having 
killed and wounded or captured 1,200 
Boers. He has also taken seven 
cannon, 1,000 rifles, 1,S0U wagons, and 
220,0(X) head of horses, cattle and 
sheei). 

Loudon, March 27.— Tho despatch 
from Vryheid is regarded as giving tho 
total of Gen. French's captures through- 
out his operations. It indicates, there- 
fore, the capture of one additional gun 
and of adlditional Boers and war ma- 
terial. 

The Pretoria and Bloemfontein cor- 
respondents of the Times send long 
desiiatehes, ndniitling that Lord Klt- 
tdiener's policy and operations liavis 
failed to acdiieve tho results hoped for, 
and pointing out that the British public 
iniist be prepared to return to tlii^ orig- 
inal iiolicy of occupying towns and stud- 
ding the country with military posts as 
the only means of elTecting complete 
paeificatiou. This process, the corres- 
pondi-'iits say, will occupy much tinio 
and necessitate a constant sup])ly of 
fresh troops. Tlie strain on both olll- 
oers and men has been and will lie im- 
mense, and arrangements must be made 
to send absolutely fnish troojis to the 
front in order to enable the others to be , 
sent home. 

" Until this aspect of tho cnso is 
grasped by the authorities," say the ad- 
vices to tho Times, "there ia a proba- 
bility of the war lasting for years. It is 
useless to renew peace negotiations. 
" Nothing approaching " terms," as the 
word is generally understood, would bo 
politic or even possible with tho Boers." 

The Daily Express prints a rumor 
that Sir Alfred Milner is dissatisfied 
with his (nialified tiuthority, and has 
asked tho government to give liim either 
a free hand or no hand. Mr. Clnimher- 
laln is said to liave replied that it would 
not be advisalilo to dissociate tho auth- 
ority of Sir Alfred Milner from that of 
Lord Ivitcheacr, and the rumor goes 
that Sir Alfred conten>plates resigning. 

" It is an oiKMi secret," says tho Daily 
I'lxiiress, " that Sir Alfred Milner has 
long chafed at having I^ord Kitchener 
at his elbow to check or modify his pro- 
posals." 

The Amsterdam correspondent of tho 
Daily Mull wires the substance of an 
intorvi(>w with Mr. Kruger, whom he 
found in a most pessimistic frame of 
mind.- 

Gen. Babington's victory over Gen, 
Dclarey had been, Mr. Kruger thought, 
exaggerated in the reports. " ITo said 
the Maglicsborg range and Rustenburg 
were again in the possession ot tho 
Boers." continues the correspondent, and 
the old guerilla game will be continued 
until England has been forced into 
milking pence overtures. 

Tile Capetown correspondent ot tho 
Daily Express reports tho capture b.v 
the iBoers of II'O C(donials in a rocky 
defile near Tli(diniond last Thursday. 
He asserts that the ctdonials lost I't 
men before they surrendered, adding 
that they were nil lihc>rated after being 
stripped ot their accoutrements.

The Jury returned a verdict 
of: Kulcide hy lianglng, while of unsound 
mind, eanseil by [irevlons Illness," The 
coroner in his address to the jur.v said: 
■■| wish to denounce to yon. and thnuigli 
you, to as large a section of the public as 
possll.le. the culpable folly of this wide- 
spread prejudice or suiicrstltiitlon against 
entting down a person found hanging. 
Instances have come under my own ohser- 
vatloa where the inedlciil testimony has 
afterwards shown that If prompt action 
had been taken life might have been saved. 
I do not envy the fcellngH of any man who 
finds that his noirlcct has made him acces- 
sory to the dcutti of a fellow creature. I 
do not apply these remarks to the present 
<'Hsc, where the witness seems to have 
taken steps to ascertain that life had been 
for some hours extinct; but cases may arl.se 
where iny words. If remembered, might 
tie the means under Providence of saving 
life."

It is impossible to tell what a day 
may bring forth in Ilussia and tbe 
Orient.

Tho olijeet of a rebate is to> 'secure 
prompt payment, but wo submit ihat it 

works a hardshii) on tho poorer tax- 
payers. Take the personal property lax. 
The greater part of this is paid by per- 
sons of means, and it seems inequitable 
that they should have a rebate of one- 
third because tiiey Jire able to pay up 
<m a certain day, while poorer pcopie, 
who nre not so fortunate as to bo Hush 
of ready cash, must pay the full amount 
if they happen to be unable to meet their 
taxes at the specified time. I'erhaps 
some rebate ought to be made for 
pronijit payment. Merchants allow 5 
per cent, oft for cash, and we suppose 
tho government might do tho same, but 
we submit that the true principle is to 
reiiuire the actual face amount of the 
taxes to be paid at a specified day, and 
to charge interest on all delinquencies. 
If this plan wore adopted, the whole 
rate of taxation could be reduced, if it 
were thought advisable, altliongli in 
view of the great demands upon the 
treasury it is questionable if such a re- 
duction ought to bo contemplated. 

Wo look at the matter in this way. 
AVhi'n the taxes havi: bc'eii assessed, we 
suppo'^e i)rovision is made for iirobable 
loss. Therefore the assessment rcdl 
(Uiglit to realize the umount levied, anil 
consequently it ought to be good enough 
sei urity to warrant the procuring of 
money from the bank on account of it. 
Till' governnient might very well say to 
the taxpayers: Your taxes are due on 
,Iuly Isf, if you pay then we will give 
you per cent, off, but if you do not 
pay then we may have to go to the 
bank and get the money, and you must 
he prepared to pay us interest. And 
the rate of interest ought to bo sufllcient 
to induce the taxpayer to hasten his pay- 
nu'iit. 

\\'i> throw out these thoughts for the 
members of tho house to think over. We 
do not know if the government has ciui- 
tcniplnted any change in the law, and 
there may bo reasons for maintaining the 
present system which we do not see, but 
it does seem as if 3;5 l-I! iier cent, dis- 
count for cash on a certain day iij*rather 
too much of a phmilum for prompt pay- 
ment.

In moving the second reading of the 
l'|)I«'r (.lolumbia Navigation and Tram- 
way subsidy bill, Hon. .Mr. AVells in- 
foniu'd the liousi' that the hill was in- 
tended to settle the claims (jf the Ujiper 
Colniubi.i N:ivigali(>n iind 'IVamway 
Com|i:iiiy, which under its original char- 
ter was entitled to receive from the 
province the proceeds of ciTt:iiu laiiils, 
not exceeiliiig 2,(IUU :icres for each mile 
of tramway coiistrncteil from ^Mud Lake 
to I'pper Coluiubia I.;ike. not exceeding 
ill all Ki.dlKl acres. The comiiaiiy c(ui- 
structed uniler its charter -I ".(-20 miles 
of tramway, and bail been granted the 
proceeds of only 807 acres. Afterwards 
it was agreed to grant to the company 
.'!i2.riOII ami 1,(193 aeres of land, in lieu 
of ibc land it was entitled to under its 
charter, in full sntisfnetion of all its 
claims under the original subsidy act. 
The bill before tho house was for tlio 
putlJOsu of enabling the government to 
carry out this agreement. 

Mr. Martin had not examined the bill, 
hut he tbonght'tlie company had no 
right to get comiwnsntion, either in cash 
or land. They had not eomplied with 
their original contract, and deserved no 
consideration. 

The bill was referred to committee fur 
next sitting of the house. 

ASSICSS.AIKXT ACT. 

In moving the sccoml rciiiling of t!ie 
.Assessment .\ct, Hon. Mr. Turner ex- 
plained that there was iiu new tax or 
assessment contemplated nnder the new 
act. There were certain concerns and 
lio-;iiicsses that bad escaped paying' 
' under th*> i.\i(ting ad, and the 
111 c: . lit amendmi.-nt was intended to 
re.'.ch those delinquents. It was gener- 
ally couceili'd that the time had arrived 
for the adoption of a general .Assess- 
ment .\ct. following the example of the 
older provinces. Ontario hail t:ikeii 
steps to thoroughly revise her syst-Mii oi' 
tax;ition. and to ttiat end a eonimissioM 
had becui appointed to repm-t on tins 
very important subject. It was the iu- 
tentiou of the governnieut to prolit by 
the c.vpei-ieiice of other cdunlries wliieli 
were pi'rfeet ii)>' tlndr systems of t:ixa- 
tion, and wlien tlie reports <ir tin- resulls

Meni- 
i bei-s Join frienilly soelelli'S so that they 
may he hLmreil against large doctor lilll.><. 
Tliey do this as an Insurance. 11 Is ;i habit 
I of Uirlft wlilcli deseivi's encouragcmeut, 
' rather than to lie' scotched. The strong 
ccoit 1 lliiile towards the weak and sickly, 
and meiiihers jirovldi! when young auil cou- 
tribute to funds which tak<: care of them 
bi their old age. ho that tliey may be lifted 
above the unfeeling charity ot the world. 
It Is against these prlocliilcs that the doe- 
tors have liltted themselvt'S. Their efforts 
tend to deprive us from carryhe.; out the 
benevolent Intentions for wlilili wi> Jcdii 
together. Ill no otiier part ot the world 
has taere been such a ilel co-iulned I'lVori 
iiiade to hreik ilown IIm> system that pre- 
vailed here i.ntil lifireii monllis ago.

or friiMolly society, i ii.c doctor was given 
Mfti'i'U nnnutcs lo sign, or be ostracised by 
til" inrdeai profession. These signatures 
were olitaliicil In spile of (he fact that a 
miiiiber of them ha<l niiidc arrungcoientH 
wiih Koclellrs. Not only was this done, 
but to further show llieir auLigonlstic 
fe.dtngs towards us, there were other 
clauses Included In the ngrocmcnti viz;

Incident. "Flat Justitla's" assertion that 
the societies sought to bring In men from 
the Ka;it Is not true. AVe did advertise In 
llrltlsh Columbia but the acknowledged 
hostility of medical men to any ot their 
profession coming here to enter Into our 
work was so pronounced and so well known 
that only one reply was received. AVheii 
tho medical gentlemen inct the federatia! 
hoard one ot tiicir nmnher said his reason 
for signing the agreement against tho 
societies was th:it he tlionght It would 
Ineak down our eslahllshed system and 
compel lis to pay our nieniliers a stated sum 
per week, so that he wmild he enabled to 
engage any doctor lie chiKise. The major- 
ity ot lliose criinected with .societies are 
fairly good Judges ot doctor.s, we can assure 
tills gentleman that because be did not 
get the practice be ought not to have re- 
sorted to such measures to lutlmldato us 
Into altering our system of admlnlstmtlon, 
Now, sir, the matter stands here. We have 
lost confldenec In the local medicals to do 
the right thing with us. They have abused 
the protection given them by parlliimeutary 
legislation. Tliey liave given an aceinuit 
ot th'.'lr stewardship and the pulille lliid 
a verdict ot found waniliig. The loi-nl 
medicus (■(insider ll Infra dig. lo lend tlielr 
services to memlii-rs of friciiilly Biicletles. 
The statutes of tlie province lia\'e lieen put 
to Uses never dreamt of when "ilic jiower 
was given llieni, and those who gave them 
the power have the privilege of sm,'.!,'cstln;; 
that it lie taken away. The people have 
voiced their feeling In no uiicortaln .sound, 
and tliu opinion Is that the act must be 
cbaugod. Today the net stands SO that no 
matter bow high In his iirofcsslou a medical 
man may be, he Is compelled to sit for 
exandnatlon before these gentlemen who 
have placed on record their feelings to- 
wards those of their body who might be 
fairly disposed to us. AVe feel that any 
medical gentleman who baa passed an ex- 
amination la any iiart ot Canada, and who 
lias his license to iiriictlcu should be allow- 
ed to carry on his jirotesslon hero on pro- 
duction of Ills diploma, license and creden- 
tials of good character and lellers ot Ideii- 
tilli'allon. AVe have not Interfered with 
any of tlie iirerogatlves ot tlo' examiners 
outside of tills. In brief, we ;isk that any 
nu'dical man who has practised inedlchie In 
any part of His Majesty's domains, Orei\t 
l!rita>a, Ireland, the Dominion of Canada, 
who cau produce his license and etc., and 
who jiractlsed medicine two years after 
obLuuIng bla license, and who has been 
in actual practice within a term of Ave 
years from the date ot his or her applica- 
tion, that on proof of all these conditions 
that they shall be eligible for the practice 
of nu-Uclue In lirltish Columbia. This we 
feel will ensure to ns as good medical men 
as we have here to-day. The c:cainIniifoiiH 
are Just as efllcleiitly comlucted oucslde 
as they are inside Krltlsh (.'oiumbia. it Is 
to our interests that wo have the best 
medical men obtalmihle, but tlio oITons ot 
the local medical men have 
hindered ratlier than encouraged 
good men coming beri'. There 
are some other phases ot the matter that 
deserve recognition, but tills will sntflco 
for the present. Tho ipiestlon of doctors 
getting rusty may apply here as well as 
clsowhere. I have already taken up a 
great deal too much space, but the soelct- 
ios would like this understood: this fight 
Is not of our own seeking. We embrace 
In our ranks the fairest and most reason- 
nble-nibided of men, iiicu who have con- 
tributed for nian.v years to a foiid to )>ro- 
vlde for that medical at tendance. In A'lc- 
toria tliere Isone siielety wlilcli has spent 
over S7ri,(XtO in the relief ot their members, 
and who has members who have 
conlrlliiited for 'over forty years to 
lids fund to assist their less fortunate 
mcmlie-rs. .^ome have contributed bumlrixls 
of ilolliirs without ever expecting a cent In 
return. The writer has been a lucinbcr ot 
several societies over twenty years aud 
never ro(iulrod the attendance entitled to. 
The demand la for this change In the medi- 
cal act and wo feel that the composition 
of the present house Is such as will accccd 
to our desires,
